our Laws, in Compenſation for their having 
reſcacd and preſerved them unto us, ata time 
when we were in as full and quiet enjoyment 
of our Properties as ever we were, ſave that 
In D<ference to the Declaration dated at the 
H:1gue, Anno 1683, we were bound in defiance 
of Sence and Experience to believe them to 
have been trampled-vupon and annulied ; Yer 
we hope that netther Harry Baker, nor you 
who commiſſionared him down to Lanca/hire 
and Che{hire are above being made reſponſible 
for this and divers other Criminal Injuries 
there perpetrated. 

The next lilegality which makes the Eighth, 


' whereof [accuſe you inthe execution of your 


- Office, is the detaining thoſe whom your Meſ- 
ſengers have taken for a long time in Cuftody, 
without vouchſafing to call for and examine them. 
You ought to know (having been bred to the 
Gown). thar- every Hours Reftrainr, when 
there 1s no legal Cauſe for ir, is falſe Impriſon- 
ment, which faſtens a high Treſpaſs and Mif- 
demeanor upon the Aﬀor, and rendereth him 
obnoxious to Punifhmenc. Nor is it enough 
to plead want of Leiſure to ſend for and que- 
ftion them {which is your common Excuſe 
when addreſicd uato about it) ſecing he who 
& not at Leiſure to diſcharge the Duty of his 
Place, ought not 10 be allowed the Privyiledge 
to hald it for a Day. And it is ſtrange that 

'ou ſhould have always time enough for iſſu- 

g cut your Warrants to. apprehend Men, 
which 1s for the moſt part the doing them In- 
juſtice, and you ſhould want It for Weeks and 
Months, when you fhould not only do them 
and their Families Right, but the Kingdom 
likewiſe. For tho the immediace Wrong be 
done to particular Perſons, yet both the Cons 
ſti:ution cometh thereby ro be reproached, 
and the whole Community ſuffcreth in that 
pernicious Example. AnJ I cannot omi: bach 
the teiling you, and the advertiſing the King, 
dom, that when you have leaſt wherewich 
to charp* the Priſoner, you uſually delay the 
longer &rz you condeſcend to cxzmine him : 
W. 1c! is jr cft<& tofay, That you arc reſol- 
ved © puni'h him out of a147ice, when you 
ſufficici; |v vn lerfand t at if you would allow 
him te Favour of being heard, you cannot 
eo If in 7+ice, How Criminal do you render 
Jour (cli before God, and puniſhable as well 


as reproachable by Men, by ſuffering a Free: 
born Subje& to lie three or fevr Months ug- 
heard at a Meſſengers; and at laft when you 
condeſcend-to examine him, to find your (elf 
under a Neccfſiry ſometimes of diſcharging 
him immediately, and at other times of ad- 
mitting him to Bajl : Which 15 plainly to zc- 


knowledg that he was wrongfully kept in Cy- + 


ſtody during all che rime he was held in Dy- 
rance. And in the 1teirin, while he is thus 
illegally and unjuſtſy treated ; If he was 7 
Tradeſman he has loſt his Cuſtomers; if x 
Phy fician his Patients ; 1f a Lawyer his Client; 
and is extreamly prejudiced, if not who!ly ry. 
ined, of whatſoever Courſe of Life -he was; 
And if I do not miſtake, no Man tho never (6 
legally ſeized is to be ſent ro Priſon, until he 
hach been brought before ſome proper and 
competent Mijagiſtrare, and hath been' there 
examined. And \ am fare that whatſoever 
the Law preſcribes in this Natter, Reaſon 

tells us it ſhould be ſo; ſeeing It 1s poſſible 

that a Perſon may be taken up upon Miſtake, 

which his being examined may Eafily rettify, 

Nor do we wanr Examples, * how fomttime, 

thro Similitxdr,and at other times rhes 14titity 
of. Names, a verpinnocenr Perſon” hes been 

apprehended In.ithe ſtead' of 'one that my 

Criminal. And of this both the Popiſh Plor, 
and the Conſplracy in 148 2, have furniſhed us 
with ſeveral Inſtances. Which as nothing 
could adjuſt bur an Appearance before a Ma- 
giſtrare, . {o iris abtolure}y, needful, in order te 

thew.the Equity and Kighteouſneſs of your 
Proceedings, And this is yer more irdiſpen- 
ſably neeeffary; when Perſons are ſeizcd upon 
blank Warrants, where the-Envy or Coveruoul- 
neſs of the Meſſenger do more govern him in 
whora he appreheads, than the Paper with 2 
Hand, Seal annexed unto it, which you 
arbitrarlty and illegally gave him, Nay, it 1s 
pofſislc rhac when there is' no” miſtake com- 
mitred in the Perſon that js raken up, that 
yet he may be able fo fully ro'convince you 
of your having heen misinformed 'in the Mat- 
ters for which he was ſeized, thar the bare ex- 
amining of him will both vindicate ks Tono- 
cency,and prevent your dishonouring whe G0- 
vernment, and the making your” ſel! punith- 
able for keeping a guiltleſs Perſon” jn darance. 
Of this I could give you many Inſtances 3 wt 
I Full ouly afſga that of Mr, Matthew bot 
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Mioiſter, who was taken up inthe Year 1683, 
pot only upon. grounds of juſt Suſpition, bur 
upon , poficire Information given in againſt 

m. And yet thro obtaining the Juſlice as 
well as Favour of being examined beſore the 
King in Council, he did ſo well juftify him- 
ſelf, and with that Wir and preſence of Mind, 
that he was immediately diſcharged and diſ- 
miſſed home to his Family. Nor is ir for the 
Credit of King 2s Reign, under which we 
expe&ed more Fairneſs and Generofity,as well 
4 more Juſtice, than were ſaid by you and 
ſome others to be exerciſed under thar of 
King Charles, that the Subjedts ſhould. meer 
with harder Meaſure 1n 94, than they did in 
$33 and be worſe rreazed now than they 
were then, - But it ſeems we, are diſappointed 
of our ExpeRarlogs ja this,. as well as 1n moſt 
Things elle 3 which makes ſome think -+hat 
we are ſunk back into. the Times of 61;ver 
Crmweel, when all the Laws in reference to 
the Liberty of the Subjx& were ſuperceded 
and trampled upon, as well as thoſe which re- 
lated to the rightful Enjoyment to the Grown, 
And ſome do not forbear ro-ſav, That there 
was more 4ec9718- as well as Jufiice obſerved 
under that Ulſurpation;z than there is wnder 
this Conventional conſtirured Government-., To 
which may be added, That the old Tory Secre- 
tary Sir Lionel 7enbens, had more Sence, Up- 
righeneſs and Honour, then to be guilty of 
thoſe Illegalitics and Oppgrefſions, which his 
mhife Succeſſor Secretary T1exchard commits 
without Shame or Remorſe. 

But T advance to a Ninth Particular in your 
daily Practice, whereof 1 do both accuſe you, 
and do affirm it to be one of the kigtic!t Op- 
preſſions and greateſt Tllegalities imaginable 3 
and that is your confining Mein to Meſſengers 
Buſes, which neither are, nor never were, ac- 
counted legal Priſons. And what is this, but 
to make your Meſſengers ſuch amp3640us Crea- 
tures, as thar., we cannot tell ot whar Speczes 
they are. Surely ic js needſul that you ſhould 
define them, rhar we may know whether they 
are Goalers or Meſſengers, for according to Lay 
they cannor be both. For tho our Laws cat 
net prevent Natural, yer they do allow no 
Court Hermophroditcs z Nor are "two, $:xcs 


Wſted into one Individual ſo ominous in the. 


Uementary World, or ſuch Prodigies in Na- 
0s Meſſenger and Goaltr brought to certer 
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in one Perſon are in Civil and Political Srates* * 


For beſides other Miſchicfs that may atrend - 


chis common pradice, there ar Three that'are / 


inſeparable' from ir, and all of them inconfi- 
ſtent with, and deſiruive of, the Subjefts 
right unto his Liberty, © One is, that by this 
Method of confining Men, the 7udgrs, who 
by their Places, Employs and Characters, age 
the Guardians of evety Man's Freedom, and 
the Guaranttes berween King and People, are 
precluded from all regular ways of knowing 


who are taken into and kept under Cu- ' 


ſtody. Whereas were all ' Priſoners com- 
mitted to Legal Goals, they could not miſs

we have had the Misfortune to-{ee many dole- 
ful Inſtances, and ſome very lately. And Ap- 
plications of this 'nature being uſually made 
the laſt Day of the S:ſiors, and after rhe Diſ- 
patch of all the Tryals, when the Judges are 
ſeldom on the Bench, Honeſt Salathiz!, whoſe 
Learning, WHdom and Juſtice arc all of a 
Size, does not only reje& them with Scorn 
and Contempr, bur treats thoſe who make the 
Motions, with the Pride and Infolence which 
ſupply the room of other Qualifications requt- 
fite for his Place, Nor can any give the Dt- 
mentions of chis Grievance, but they who ha- 
ving been thrown into the Dens of Lyons at 
the beginning of a long Vacation, have been 
forced” ro continue under their Paws and 
Teeth as well as remain deprived of their Li- 
berties, withheld from their Families, and ſhut 
out from all their Buſmeſs, ill the laſt Day of

Nor is it much to be wondered at, 
that having purchaſed their Places at dear 
Rates, they ſhould (ell the Devil as well as they 
had bought him. And their cuſtomary Sala- 
ries being bur ill paid, the Government being 
uſually,a Year or rwo in Arrear to them, while 
German Troops Abroad, and Pztch ProjeQors, 


. under the Notion of Incomparable Artifis and 


Ingeniers at Home,ſwallow up our Money even 
ro the ſtatving almoſt King 7's Houſhold ; few 
People will think. it ſtrange, if thoſe Blades, 
who have neicher Honour nof Conſcience to 
reſtrain them, ſhould purvey for a Subſiſience 
in all the ways they poſſiyly can, without re- 
gud to the Juſtice of them. And 1 will fur- 
ther add wpon this Wcad, That if thoſe who 


are forcibly detained in ſuch Hands.and Placy 
ſhall make their Eſcapes, the Law nelther 

nor can make ary Crime of jt : For wha 
Cognizance it rakes of Ef out of 
Priſons, and whatſoever Puniſhment ir mah 
rhe Officer in that Caſe obnoxious unto ; 
yer it can annex no Penalties where it hath 
made no Eſtabliſhments, nor irfli& Chaſtiſe, 
mer for not remaining, where it is fo far 
from requiring, chat it doth not. allow tha 
any Man fhould be. And if the Law of 1 F442. 
de frangentibus Priſonam, doth neither mabe th 
Perſon that breaks Priſon, nor the Goaltr the 
conſents to it, ( tho he whom he had in Cu- 
ſtody were guilry of High Treaſon) corporally 
puniſhable, and much leſs with death, unlek 
the Warrant by which the ſaid Perſon was 
commirted expreſs and declare the Caa/t of 
his Commitment : By pariry of Reaſon, an 
Eſcape out of an z/{egal Priſon, is as little py- 
niſhable. Sceing the Law that hath ordered 
ir to be always ſpecified and declared for what 
Cauſe Men are taken into Cuſtody, hath taken 
no leſs care in providing whitcher they are to 
be ſent, and in what Places whey areto be de- 
tained, 

But IT haften to a Tenth Grievance, under 
which the Subject groans thro your illegal et» 
ecution of your Office cowards thoſe you uh 
prchend and commir, and that is in rhe ſuffer- 
ing if got encouraging and authorizing thoſe 
called Priſoners of State to be treated, bath-in,

are not by the Law intended for Puniſhmeus, 
but only for the deraining Perſons accyſed in 
ſafe Cuſtody till they come to be tried, 
do either vindiczte their Tnyocency,, Or be. 
convitted of their Guile, And as it is to, be. 
ſuppoſed in Juſtice as well es Cri 08 
every Man, notwirhſtanding what is informed, 
and depoſtd againſt him, may, be, innoeene. 
tiff he be proved and found guilty 3. {0.4 
ought in the mean rime ro be ereated with all 
the humanity and fairneſs thar are. conſiſienr; 
with the preſerving him ſafe, and _forth-comr. : 
ing to a Tryal. Bur that jr is wholy oe * 
I ſhall endeavour to lay before the, Navel 


ſeveral Particulars, that if they have any Sence 
ſetr of the Rights of Engliſh-men, or any 
Bowels towards their oppreſſed Country-men 
and Brethren, or any Apprehenſion or Pro- 
ſpe& of what may be their own Portion and 
Lot, they may reſent the Injuries anſwerable 
to the Weight and Importance of them z and 
by application to their Repreſentatives in Par- 
liament endeavour to get them both Reyen- 
ged and Remedied. Nor will I inſiſt upon 
the lirtle and mean Injury, tho it be hainous 
enough to many in ſome Circumſtances, thar 
k commonly pra&iced in all your Goals, and 
particularly in Newgate towards Priſoners 3 
which is the denying them the Liberty to 
rchaſe their Bread and Beer from abroad, 
Fr forcing them to buy them in the Goal ar 
thoſe ſcanty and ſtinted Meaſures: which the 
Goalers think fir to allow. And the Sutler 
giving ſeveral hundreds of Pounds for his 
Place hath no.other way to reimburſe himſelf, 
and make proviſion for his Family and Poſte- 
rity, than by abridging Priſoners in the Quan- 
tity, 3 well as by defrauding them in the 
Kind of what they ought to have. Bur I ſhall 
reduce all I have to fay on this Head to the 
following Particulars, and branch this one ge- 
neral Grievance \nro Five kinds of Tyranny 
and Oppreſſion exerciſed over the Subje& in 
this Matter; whereof the Firft is the ſhutting 
up Men without regard to their Age, Quality, 
natural or adventirious Infirmiries, or co the 
former method of their Living, under cloſt 
Cnfinement, neither allowing them the Free- 
dom of the reſp: ive Priſons, nor the benefir 
of that little Air which thoſe Places afford. 
I do knowthat the Law ſpeaks of ara Cuſto- 
Gia ny well as Libra, but as it is only either 
for ſome infamous Fa&s, or for Perſons from 
whoſe ill Chara&er ſome .atrempt may be 
Juſtly feared of making their Eſcape, that the 
fſtis ordained ; ſo. it is not intended by it, 
that Men ſhould be locked up Weeks and 
Moneths within narrow , moiſt , and dark 
Rooms, with Warders lying in their Cham- 
all Night, as well as Centinels conſtantly 

# their Doors, which is the Method of your 
Litutenant of the Tower rowards his Priſoners 3 
Who tho he be a Perry, may be ſaid to be a 
to the Breeding and Civility of ay or- 
Gemtleman ;-and of whom it may be 


| in ed withour $candalun, That of the whole 
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Bench, whether Earls or Barons, he is wor- 
thieft for the Chara&er he bears, and che beſt 
adapted to ir, having more of the rrue and 
proper Qualities of- a Goaley zhan others are 
ambitious of .being endued with, or capable 
of attaining unto. And ro convince all Man» 
kind that this is a Picce of deſporica! Tyran- 
ny, and not what the Law requireth , or 
whereunto the Goalers duty obligeth him,they 
both.can and do diſpence with much of this 
Severity, and praftice more Humaniry and 
Gentleneſs, when rhey are liberally bribed ro 
it ; Which proclaims them either barbarous 
Oppreſſors in the one caſe, or treacherous 
Rogues in che other, For as upon the one 
hand, if the Law reſtrains them from uſing 
that Moderation, they are Villains and Tray- 
tors ro thoſe that truſt them in 

of It ; ſ@ upon the other, if the Law ex« 
aRerh all chat Civility and Fairneſs of De» 
meanour from them rowards thoſe who are 
their Priſoners, which is conſiſtent wich rhe 
keeping them ſafe, then they are brutal Ty» 
rants, and worſe than Byhaws in refuſing It. 
Bur beſides this, there is a Second Sort of Op- 
preſſion prafticed upon all your Priſoners of 
Srare in whatſoever Places they come ro be 
confined ; and that is, The demanding and 8x+ 
ating from them illegal! and exorbitant Fees, 1 
do not deny but the Law alloweth ſome 
ſmall Thing, by way of Fee, ro the Keepers of 
City and County Goels, Jbut it bears no pro- 
portion ro what they require; and you Sirs 
as Secretary of Srare, countenance them to 

take.” Buc for your Meſſengers 1 do know ne 
Law that aHows one 'Farthing to them from 

the Priſoner by way of Fee : For being the 

immediate Servants of the Courr, they are. 
to expe&t their Wages from thoſe that ſer 

them ac work, and whoſe Nrudgery they do. 

Nor is it poſſible that according to Law they 

can challenge any Thing from thoſe they de- 

tain In Cuſtody, ſeeing our Laws know none 

bearing thoſe Names for Gealers, nor acknow- 
lege any ſuch Houſes as theirs for Priſons. As * 
for your Lieutenant of the Tower, I am toid 

thar there is only a Groat legally due to hims 

and that if more be given him, it is. mecr 

Gratuiry, for which, tho never ſo lirtle, he 

ought ro make a Leg, and be thanklul, By 

whar Name then ſhall we call that Exadtion . 
of cxocbicant and illegal Fees from Priſoners _ 
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of Sra'e , which hath. been more 'praftiſed 
fmce the late Revolation than ever it was 

efore , and under your Miniſtry than thar 
of any other ? For Exroxtion is roo dimini- 
tive a Title for ir; nor can it be otherwiſe 


- accounted of, than as a higher Degree of Op» 


preſſion chan any perpetrated in the Domini- 
ons of the Grand Stignior and Great Mogul. 
And it would ſcem thac ſome of you Miniſters 
do reckan that you are in a State of War with 
the Englifh at Home, as well as with the French 
Abroad ; and that you may treat the Priſoners 
you make in the ſame manner as the Soldiers 
do thoſe of the Enemies they take in theFicld, 
where all chey end upon the Captive 1s held 
lawful Plunder. So exceffive are the Fees 
which are every where exated of thoſe cal- 
led Prifoners of State, 'that a very great Fine 
inflicted for a High Miſdemeangur againſt- the 
Governmentr, . would not amount to (o much, 
nor be ſo grievout, were the Priſoners tryed 
and convifled immediately, as the lying Five 
or Six Months in a Meſlenger's hands, or in 
Goal at N:weat?e, ariſeth unto in bare and 
naked Fees, Yea many, who when admitted 
to Tryal are found innocent and acquitted, 
find them(elves ſo impoveriſhed thro paying 
for ſo long rime the large Fees that have been 
exited of them, that they are for ever afrer 
diſabled from. getting Bread for themſelves 
and Families. Nor is the ſuffering and allow- 
ing this Extortion any ways (crviceable to the 
Government, which you prerend to preſerve 


- and uphold; ſeeing more are of the Humour 


of the Gaſcoign than you imagine, who told 
one of the Kings of Frauce, that tho the whole 
Treaſure of the Kingdom could nor bribe him 
to be Diſloyal, yer he did not know bur that 
an Aﬀront or. Oppreſſion mighr provoke him 
to turn Rebel, For many will chuſe rather ro 
run the' hazard of dying by. the Swords of 
your armed Troops than to be eat up peice- 
Me3l and Limb afrer Limb by your !Ueſſergers 
and G.elers, which is like the being gnawn by 
Mice and Ras, inſtead of being devoured by 
Lyons Buryou know fn whoſe Reign, and 
by wliom it was ſaid, {entiant- je mori, let them 
ſee! theinſelves dit z and rhat he was not ſa much 
1n favour with thoſe he either fcared or hated, 
as to allow them the Privilege cf exp ring 
ſpecdily. A Tzrd barbarous Nlegal'cy exer- 
tifed towards thoſe you have in Cuſtody, Is, 


The reſufing thizr neareſt Relations, and moſt ne- 
ceſſary Friends, admiſſion to them 5, whoſe Com« 
pany, if needful and comfortable avany time, 
is while they are in ſuch Circumſtances more 
eſpecially ſo. This was a Hardſhip ſeldom 
practiſed heretofore, tho grown much into 
Faſhion fince the late Revolution : Nor was 
either the Earl of Shaftsbry or the Earl of x 
{tx denied the attendance of their own Ser« 
vants, under the ſevere Reign of King Charles, 
and thoſe we called his Beſporical Miniſter, 
as my Lord Molinzxx and the Lancaſhire Gite 
tlemen are, under the Gracious Reign of - K, #, 
and eaſy Adminiſtration of thoſe he 1 
in rhe Head of his Civil Aﬀairs, For fingethe 
Exchange was made of Princes, fome hare 
ſtood confined for many Monrhs, if not Years, 
and none ſuffered to go near them beſides 
Goalers. I doacknowledg that in ſome Caſes, 
and towards ſome Priſoners, it may. not be 
convenient that any ſhould have the Libeny 
of acceſs ro them, ſave in the; Preſence of a 
Keeper ; bur with that Proviſo and that Cit- 
cumſpettion, there cannor be the leaſt danger 
of giving their Friends and RelatJons admib 
fion to them-at ſeaſonable Hours, - For white 
ſoever can be vouchfaſed a Priſoner, withat 
Danger to the Government, or in Subſerviet- 
to the making an Eſcape, the Lawregw 
x, that Ir ſhould not be Jenled him, 4nd" 
that it is not from any care of preſerving the 
Government, or appreheofſion of chePriloners 
contriving an Eicape, that. this Privilege 1s 
with-held from them, but from Coveruoul- 
neſs to ſqueeze Money out of them, is apparent 
from hence, that upon Application for lee 
and payiog down ſo much for an Ordir of Ad- 
mi:tance from the Secretary , the 
which was before refufed is then granted. But 
then the Miſchief is, thac this 0rde will for 
the moſt part give only a Freedom of Accels © 
tothe Priſoner for once, and that whoſoever 
would go again muſt pay down rother Fre 0 
get it renewed : -And this Method is held, till 
you and your Clerks have levied fo many day* 
ly. or weekly Taxes on the Subje# as ſary 
your Avarice, and chen a general one is vouch 
afed, by which cither any Perſon is allowed 
to ſee the Priſoner, or ar leaſt that ſueht 
ſuch may do 1, as are therein mentione 
expreiied. And this cuſtomary Peactile of 
ſome Sccreraries in oppreſſing the SWF 


encourageth-Goalers to do. the like, which tho 
they cannot exemplify in the ſame manner, 
yer they imjtate-it as well a3 they can. So that 
eren when the Secretary does no way intend 

his Form of Commirment, that the Priſa- 
ner ſhould be debarred the fight of his Rela- 
tions and Friends, yet the Goaler will not ad- 
mit.chem, unleſs they make their Addreſs by 
Guinras, and ſeek his Favour by the Tntercel- 
fion of Angels, and then the Doors fly-open, 
andthe Priſoner may be ſeen and converſed 
with. - To which may be added as a Forth Il- 
legal Severity uſed towards Priſoners under 
their Confinements, that they are refuſed the 
having their Counſelors and Solicitors admirted 
to them, when they need and defire them. 
For as if, their Condkians were not diſtrefsful 
enough, thro a-thameſul defe&t in our Laws, 
ſo not allowing them the. Aſſiſtance of Council 

' & and upon their Tryals for Treaſonable Of- 
+ fences, which. no Laws inthe World beſides 


ours but. allow. You, Sir, render it more 


deplorable and worſe by denying them to. 


ſpeak; with their Councel freely, and as ofren 
4s they pleaſe. before, which is the robbing 
themof a'Right, which the Law under all its 
ather Deficiencies in this matcer grants unto 
.them. For a Counſellor at Law is the ſame 
thing to a Perſon confined, and to be arraigned 
for a Conſpiracy againſt the Goycromenr, that 
a Phyficiap is to one fick of a dangegous and 


malignant Diſtemper ; nor ought the Firſt be

the-coming to his Client with the ſame 
Freedom that the Latier goes to-his Patient. 
Ido the rather inſiſt vpon this, becauſe of rhe 
unpreſidented Barbarity uſed towards Mr.Crof- 
by, evenafter he had warning given him by 
Mr. 4aroz Smith to provide for his Tryal. For 
tho Mr. 2tompeſſon, who js his Council, and 
Mr. Burleigh, who is his Solicitor, had admil- 
hon to. ſee him, yer they neither were, nor 
yet are. permitted to ſpeak with him, but in 
the-Preſence of a Keeper. Which is not only 
all one, but much worſe chan if they were not 
luffered tocome near him ar all ; (o ic does put 
him only to the expence of ſo many Fees, with- 
-out leaving him in a Condition etther ro de- 
. Care with Satery his own Cale, or to receive 
Meir Advice, And jhe Fellows faſtened up- 
on himar choſe Seaſons are only ſo many Spies,

Gallys, and not as ſuch as are meerly pur 
under Confinement to be kept in ſafe Cu- ' 
ſtody uvril they can be broughr ro undergo 
a Legal Tryal. Now this is ſo commonly pra- 
Riſed upon all that are commirred to Newgate 
upon prerence of having conſpired againſt 
the Government, that I need nor affign par- 
ticular Inſtances of ir, tho divers very late 
ones are produceable ; and for which, If re- 
paratjon cantor legally be obrained againſt 
Fell the Keeper, Gentlemen will be rempred . 
whenſoever they recover their Liberty to vin- 
dicare themſelves by a Cane, if not by 2 
Sword, from the 'diſhonour that has deen 
done them : However I do boths lay this Bar- 
barity at your Door unleſs remedied 3 and 
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Offer It to the Cognizance and Animadver- 
ſion of the Parl;ament the nexc on If they 
be not either ſo employed about Ways and 
Means .ſor carrying on 4 vigorous War againſt 
France, that they cannot find leiſure for 
what- concerns the preſerving our RightrFand 
Liberties at home ; or thar ſome of them 
have a mind to ſuffer poor pear to re» 
main unrelieved in this particular, till ſome 
of the Advocates for the Mercy of this Gc- 
-vernment, and- who have laboured fo ftre- 
nuouſly. for the Redreſs of rhoſe Grievances 
which we complained of under former, may 
-come them{clves to fall under this Barbarity, 
which ir is not impoſſible but that ſooner or 
later they may. However this ignominious 
Severity is nor inflited upon State Priſoners 
4n perſuance either of Common or Statute Law, 
ſeeing by beſtowing a few Guineas on the 
Keeper they may either prevent jr, or reſcue 
themſelves from it, when they pleaſe, Bur 
In the mean time I would defire ro know, 
by what 47 of Parliament, either Fel, or any 
other Goaler, becomes authoriſed to levy ar« 
bitrary and exorbirant Taxes upon any of the 
People of England ; and how our Miniſters 
either of 7uſtice or State can anſwer the con- 
niving at it under a Government that js Le- 
gal, and not Diſpotical ? 

But it is now time to advance to the next 
Grievance under which Priſoners of State do 
ſuffer, which makes the Eleventh Illegality, 
which in the Courſe of your Adminiſtration 
you exerciſe rowards them ; and thar is, The 
refuſing to admit them to Bail in Caſts that ave 
by Law bailable, and the allowing none ns luffi- 
Cent Bail, but ſuch as Mr. Aaron Smith thinks

ro an undue length, to call over and enlarge 
upon all the Cafes according as the Weight 
and Importance of them do require, in 
which you refuſe to admir Perſons to bail, 
when you not only may, but ovght to do ir.
